Ifa new island is discovered in the Pa- 
cific Ocean we do not wait for the fac- 
ulty of Harvard, Cornell, or Johns Hop- 
kins to condescend to appoint a com- 
mission of observation and acknowledge 
its existence, Every sailor is compe- 
tent to report so conspicuous a fact and 
the entire community of honest and in- 
telligent people is competent to report 
thd equally conspicuous and stupendous 
facts of Spiritualism. But for those 
miseducated people who think that only 
atrained professor can be a competent 
witness, we can offer the testimony of a 
score of professors who make the same 
reports as everybody else, and whose 
scientific authdrity, as in the cases of 
Professor Hare, of Philadelphia, and 
Professor Crookes, of London, can not 
be excelled in the ranks of scientific 
professors, authors, and discoverers.
